CHICAGO — New Oreleans’ 
newly appointed Negro Roman 
Catholic Bishop Harold R. Per- 
ry has “no desire to work di- 
rectly as a civil right leader,”

groundwork. Johnson’s own per- 
sonality has accomplished more 


|for our own people than any 


President ‘since Lincoln,” Bishop 
Perry says in his published 
statement. 

As to his ‘own role in the civil 
rights movement it was pointed 
out, “As a’priest he did not par- 
ticipate in civil rights demon- 
strations and does ont expect 
to do-so as a bishop.” i 

“My appointment is a religious 
one,. not a civil rights appoint- 
ment,’ Eishop Perry explains. 
“My religious work comes first. 
I have ne desire to work direct- 
ly as a civil rights leader. My 
past history shows that I have 
spoken out in favor of civil 
rights, that I am a foe of all 
fee lthat the greatest contribu- 
tion I can make to raise the 
dignity of my people is being a 
good religious bishop and ful- 
filling my office to the utmost 
of my ability,” he added.

GENEVA — The Rev. Dr. 
Eugene Carson Blake, a strong 
proponent of Christian unity, 
Negro rights and Viet Nam peace 
negotiations, was elected head 
the World Council of Churches 
negotiations was elected head of 
last Friday.

“This mission includes a min- 
istry of reconciliation not only 
of God and man, of confessional 
and church divisions but also 
a reconciliation across all the 
divisions. of our world—divisions 
caused by geography, culture, 
race, poverty, affluence, ideo- 
logy, sin and fear which, unless 
reconciled by the Gospel, will 
prevent world peace and ever 
threaten world disaster.”
